This was one of many 
theories advanced by roc­ 
ketmen who were much in 
doubt about what flaw fell­ 
ed the great bird on its 
fifth 
flight 
after 
it 
had 
soared 
for 
nearly 
three 
minutes. 


It is just as likely, the missile­ 
men felt, that careful study of in­ 
formation sent back electronically 
by the missile may turn up some 
mechanical fault which caused 
the 100-ton Atlas to go into con­ 
tortions which destroyed it. The 
full answer probably will not be 
known for days. 


An 
Air Force announcement 
said only that the Atlas 
“de­ 
stroyed itself shortly after com­ 
pletion of the powered phase of 
its flight.” This indicated that the 
thundering engines which heaved 
the Atlas aloft in a cloud of flame 
and smoke performed normally. 


But there had been a long de­ 
lay in preparing the 5,500-mile 
range missile before it was finally 
launched at 2:36 p.m. e.s.t. Liquid 
oxygen had been put into the At­ 
las at mid-morning, but then was 
“dumped” during the holdup.
